Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant remarked that Knowles did not show the feature of 
locating the variably positionable grading label, as recited in claims 1 and 4. Examiner remarked that Knowles showed 
the use of a camera and software to scan test forms, and that a camera and software were the structural elements 
described in the specification for finding the grading label. Examiner also remarked that the invention of Knowles 
includes the feature of finding the grading information, since it must be able to find the data in order to process it 
(Examiner cited Col. 4: 57-67 in support of this reasoning). 

Applicant discussed the feature of how the invention finds the grading label, in order to differentiate the invention from 
the prior art. The examiner suggested that more explicit claim wording describing how the grading label is located 
might overcome anticipation by Knowles. 

No agreement was reached with respect to patentability of the claims. . 
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
